county, who represents the Thirty- 
ixth senatorial district, composed of 
Bedford, Somerset and Fulton counties, 


born in Northampton township, 


Somerset county, November 1, 1867, 
nd soon thereafter his parents moved 
o Hyndman, Bedford county. He at- 
ended the public schools of that 
borough and in 18S5 entered the Penn- 
ylvania State college. After the usual 
•ourse in that institution he was grad- 
uated a civil engineer in 1389, but after 
>ractising that profession for a year 
determined to read law and for that 
rarpcsa entered the office of Messrs. 
lussell & Longenecker, as a registered 
itudent. After two years of diligent 
'eading he was admitted to practise at

raperior and supreme courts. 


'•Exceptionally fortunate in his ef-

Some years ago J. Frank Minnich was 
appointed treasurer of Bedford county, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of James A. Henderson, and was re- 
quired to give a bond. 
His father, 


John G. Minnich, with some ten or 
twelve other gentlemen in and around 
Bedford, went on his bond. At the 
end of his term of office it was found 
that he was indebted to the county. 
To make this indebtedness good, his 
father, John G. Minnich, and his 
mother, Maria C. Minnich, gave a 
mortgage to the plaintiffs. 
Plaintiffs 


claim that while J. Frank Minnich 
was treasurer of Bedford county, John 
G Minnich was one of his sureties and, 
as such, was liable; that the mortgage 
tvas given for the purpose of paying 
the balance due by J. Frank Minnich; 
that the mortgage was not executed 
by duress or upon threats by mort- 
gagee. The defendants claim that the 
mortgage was not executed for the 
debt of the original mortgage, and 
that it was executed through duress 
and upon threats of mortgagee, of an 
indictment and conviction of J. Frank 
Minnieh, who had been treasurer of 
Bedford county. The case was given 
to the jury on Thursday of last week 
and as they had not agreed upon a 
verdict at 3 o'clock, Judge John M. 
Bailey, wishing to return to his home, 
appointed Judge Jacob H. Longeneck- 
er to receive the verdict. The jury 
returned a verdict that they find for 
the defendant. A motion for a new 
trial was filed by the plaintiffs. 


In the hearing before Hon. J. H. 


Longenecker some time ago of the 
equity case filed by the City Trust, 
Safe Deposit and Surety company of 
Philadelphia, our court was asked to 
appoint a receiver for the Everett 
Water company and the Everett Light, 
Heat and Power company, and that 
the mortgage against the companies 
be foreclosed and the properties sold 
to pay their debts.

WASHISSTOH, December 3.—At last 


congress is in session. 
Promptly at 


noon yesterday the gavels of Senator 
Frye, the new president of the senate, 
and of Alexander McDowell, clerk of 
the house, called those bodies to order 
and the opening session of the Fifty- 
seventh congress was thereby inaugu- 
rated. In the senate Senator Hanna 
was promptly recognized by the chair- 
man and, in a few well chosen words, 
informed his colleagues of the death 
of President McKinley and moved ad- 
journment out of respect to the deceas- 
ed. The motion carried unanimously. 
In the house the members were sworn 
in, the speaker, General Henderson, and 
the other officers elected, seats chosen 
by lot, with the exception of that of 
ex-speaker, Galusha A Grow, who, in 
accordance with precedent, was per- 
mitted to choose his seat before the 
lottery commenced. 


The Democratic minority, which 


completed its organization in caucus 
on Saturday, though small in numbers, 
is prepared for vigorous action and 
strenuous opposition to the extrava- 
gant expenditures 
of public 
funds 


which is characteristic of the Republic- 
ans when in control of both congress- 
ional chambers. 


As I have already predicted in these 


letters, Representative Richardson, of 
Tennessee, was nominated for the 
speakership, a purely complimentary 
nomination but one that carries with 
it the leadership of the Democratic 
forces in the current congress. 
Mr. 


Richardson's ability as a parliamenta- 
rian, his quiet but determined methods 
of warfare and the gentle and digni- 
fied manner with which he can exco- 
riate his opponents when their indif- 
ference to the public welfare demands 
it, all combine to render him excep- 
tionally well qualified for the respon- 
sibilities of his position. 


Republican majorities in both house 


and senate are too large to permit of 
the Democrat; taking the initiative in 
the introduction of needed legislation 
but they will persistently 
and con- 


sistently urge the reduction of the 
tariff, at least in so far as its provi- 
sions are prohibitive, whether they see 
that such 
reduction will be most 


surely accomplished by the ratification 
of reciprocity treaties or by a change 
of the tariff schedules. 


An especial eSort will be mide to 


secure 
the abolition 
of the 
war 


revenue tariff. It will be remembered 
that the original war revenue bill, 
justified only on the ground that this 
country was at war with Spain, aimed 
at providing an extra income of £100,- 
000,000 per annum. Last session, tbe 
Republicans having announced that 
the war was over, an eflbrt was made 
to secure the repeal of the law, the 
Democrats using every means in their 
power to relieve the people of this un- 
necessary burden; but they succeeded 
only in so far as they compelled the 
Republicans to pass a measure which 
reduced the revenues by $30,000,000. 
The remaining 870,000,000 a year has 
continued to accumulate in the treas- 
ury until the surplus has assumed 
proportions which the Republican sec- 
retary of the treasury has been forced 
to admit are inimical to the welfare 
of the country. 


A constant effort at retrenchment 


in expenditures and the curtailment of 
extravagant appropriations will be 
exerted and it is hoped that unity of 
action under the direction of an able 
leader may accomplish much along 
these lines 


Legislation calculated to control or 


suppress the trusts will be demanded 
by the Democrats and the anti-trust 
measure, which the Republicans buried 
in a senate committee last session, 
will be resuscitated and many Repub- 
lican congressmen will be placed in a 
position where they will be compelled 
to vote for it or absolutely stultify 
themselves and violate the pledges

Status of Our New Possessions. 


The supreme court of the United 


States has decided the last of the 
famous test cises involving the status 
of this country's new possessions. 
By 


the decision the court formally recog- 
nizes the Philippine islands as domes- 
tic territory and holds that goods from 
the Philippines cannot be taxed at the 
ports of the United States. 
This de- 


cision is of the greatest importance, as 
it decides the vital question of whether 
the Philippines are to be regarded as 
subject territory or domestic territory. 
The court has also handed down a de- 
cision in the second Dooley case, siding 
with the government. This case had o 
do with Porto Rico and the supreme 
court again took the ground that the 
Foraker act was constitutional. Sum- 
ming up the decisions handed down last 
May and on Monday, the status of this 
country's new possessions is as follows: 


Porto Rico and Hawaii are domestic 


territory, the former by cession, al- 
though the tariff measures passed by 
congress are constitutional. 


The Philippines are domestic terri- 


tory and products from the islands 
must be admitted free of duty to this 
country.

Other resolu- 
tions provided for the internal govern- 
ment o( the Democratic minority; con- 
demned the solicitation of patronage 
from the administration and opposed 
any change in the existing standards 
of values, the latter resolution being 
favored by eastern and opposed by 
western Democrats.

To catch rats, cover a common barrel 


witli r\HT. stoi't paper, tying tlie edge 
luiind the banvl. Place a board so that 
cue ruts may have easy access to the 
top. Spriiiklc chuese paiinqis or othei 
food for tlio rats on the paper for sev- 
eral clays until they begin to think that 
tlicy have a Halit to their daily rations 
from tins source.

The president declares that nothing 


eouitl lit1 men1 unwise than to disturb 
the business interests of the country by 
any general tariff change at tbis time.

plementary system of reciprocal bone- 
fit and obligation with other nations. 
Sucb reciprocity is an Incident and re- 
sult of tbe tirrn establishment and 
preservation of our present economic 
policy. 
It was specially provided for 


in the present tariff law. 


Reciprocity must be treated as the 


handmaiden of protection. 
Our first 


duty is to see that tbe protection grant- 
ed by the tariff in every case where it 
is needed is maintained, and that reci- 
procity be sought for so far as it can 
safely be clone without injury to our

Individual case, remembering always 
that every application of our tariff pol-1 
' 


reservoirs'as it floes other public works. 
Where their purpose is to regulate the 
flow of streams, the water should be 
turned freely irto tlie channels in the 
dry season to take tbe same course 
under the same laws as the natural 
flow. 


The reclamation of the unsettled arid

eulogy of Mr. McKlnley. then turns to 
the subject of an-rr-hy. denouncing its 
doctrines and preachers. He says: 


1 earnestly recommend to tbecongress 


that in the exercise of its wise discre- 
tion it should take Into consideration 
the coming to this country of anarch- 
ists or persons professing principles 
hostile to all government and justify- 
ing tbe murder of tbose placed in au- 
thority. Sucb individuals as those who 
not long ago gathered in open meeting 
to glorify the murder of King Hum- 
bert of italy peipetrate a crime, and 
the low should insure their rigorous 
punishment. They and those like them 
should be kept out of tbis country, and 
if found here they should be promptly 
deported to tbe country whence they 
came, and farreaching provision should 
be made for the punishment of those 
who stay. 
No matter calls 
more 


urgently for tbe wisest thought of the 
congress. 


A Subject For Federal Courts. 


The federal courts should be given 


jurisdiction over any man who Uills 
or attempts tu kill tbe president or any 
man who by tbe constitution or by 
law is in line of succession for the 
presidency, while the punishment for 
an unsuccessful attempt should be pro- 
portioned to tlie enormity of the of- 
fense against our institutions. 


Anarchy is a crime against tbe whole 


human race, and all mankind should 
baud against the anarchist. His crime 
should be made an offense against the 
law of na'ions. like piracy and that 
form of man stealing known as the 
slave trade. 


The president next considers busi- 


ness conditions, which lie finds highly 
satisfactory. He continues: 


The tremendous and highly complex 


industrial development which went on 
with ever accelerated rapidity during 
the latter half of tlv nineteenth cen- 
tury brings us face to face at ttie be- 
ginning of the twentieth with very 
serious social problems. Tbe old laws. 
and tbe old customs which bad almost 
the binding force of law were once 
quite suBi.'ient to regulate the ac- 
cumulation and distribution of wealth. 
Since the 
industrial changes which 


have so enormously increased the pro- 
ductive power of mankind they are no 
longer sufficient. 


Trade Combination*. 


The growth ol cities has 1:0110 on be- 


yond 
comparison 
faster 
tbau 
the 


growth of the country, and the np- 
buildins of tbe great industrial centers 
has meant a startling increase not 
merely in the aggregate of wealth, but 
In the number ol very large individual 
and espec;.;ily of very large corporate 
fortunes. Tbe creation uf these gieat 
corporate fortunes has not been due 
to the tariff nor to any other govern- 
mental action, lint to natural causes 
In the business world, opeiating in oth- 
er countries as they operate in our 
own. 


Tbe process has aroused much an- 


tagonism, a great part of wbich is 
wholly without warrant. It is not true 
that as the rich have grown richer the 
poor bave grown poorer. On tbe con- 
trary, never before ha« the average 
man. the wageworker. the farmer, ibe 
small trader, been .-o well off as in this 
countrj and at tbe present time. There 
have b'-en abuses connected n l t h tbe 
accumulation ot wealth, yet it remains 
true thai a fortune accumulated in 
legitimate business can be accumulat- 
ed by the person specially benefited 
only en condition of conferring im- 
mense incidental benefits upon oth- 
ers. 
Successful enterprise of the type 


•which benefits all mankind can only 
exist if the conditions are such as to 
offer great prizes as the rewards of 
success. 


RensonK For Cnlltton. 


The president adds that there are 


many reasons for caution in dealing 
with corporations. He says: 


The same business conditions which 


have produced the great aggregations 
of corporate and 
individual wealth 


have made them very potent factors in 
International commercial competition. 


Moreover, it cannot too often be 


pointed out that to strike with ignorant 
violence at the interests of one set of 
men almost inevitably endangers the 
Interests of all. The fundamental rule 
In our national life—tbe rule whicb un- 
derlies all others—is that, on the whole 
and in tbe Ions run. we shall go up or 
down together. 


The mechanism of modern business 


is so delicate that extreme care must 
be taken not to interfere with it in 
a spirit of rashness or ignorance. In 
dealing with business interests, for 
the government to undertake by crude 
and ill considered legislation to do 
what may turn out to be bad. would 
be to incur tbe risk of such farreach- 
ing national disaster that it would be 
preferable to undertake nothing at all. 
The men who demand tbe impossible 
or the undesirable serve as the allies 
of tbe forces with which they are nom- 
inally at war. for they hamper tbose 
wbo'would enoeavor to Bud ont in ra- 
tional fashion what the wrongs really 
are and to what extent and in what 
manner it is practicable to apply reme- 
dies. Bow to Correct the Evils. 


All this is true, and yet it is also 


true that there are real and grave evils. 
one of the chief being overcapitaliza- 
tion because of its many baleful con- 
sequences, and a resolute and practical 
effort must be made to correct these 
evils.

rights or freedom of contract to re-

rid the entire body politic of crimes of 
violence. Great corporations exist only 
because they lire created and safe- 
guarded by our institutions, aud it is 
therefore our right aud our duty to 
see that they work in harmony with 
these institutions. 


Publicity the First C^Hcntlnl. 


Tlie lirst essential in determining 


bow to deal with tlie great industrial 
combinations is knowledge of tbe facts 
—publicity. In tbe interest of the pub- 
lic tbe government should hn\e tbe 
right to inspect and examine the work- 
ings of tbe si-eat cm positions engaged 
in interstate business. 
Publicity is the 


only sure remedy which we can uow 
invoke. 
What fuitber remedies are 


needed in the way of governmental 
regulation or taxation can onlj be de- 
termined after publicity bas been ob- 
tained by process of law and in the 
course of administration. 
Tbe first 


requisite is knowledge, full and com- 
plete—knowledge whicb may be made 
public to tbe world. 


Artificial bodies, such as corporations 


aud joint stock or oilier a.-bociations, 
depending upon any statutory law for 
thoir existence or privileges should be 
subject to proper governmental super- 
vision, and full and accurate informa- 
tion as to their operations should be 
made public regularly at reasonable 
Intervals. 


The large corporations, commonly 


called trusts, though organized in one 
state, always do business in many 
states, often doing very little business 
in the state where they are incorpo- 
rated. There is utter lack of uniform- 
ity in the state laws about them, and, 
as no state has any exclusive interest 
In or power over their acts, it has in 
practice proved impossible to get ade- 
quate regulation through state action. 
Therefore, in the interest of the whole 
people, tlie nation should, without in- 
terfering with the power of tbe states 
in tbe matter itself, also assume power 
of supervision and regulation over all 
corporations doing an interstate busi- 
ness. 


Amend Constitution tf Xecessnry. 
When tbe constitution was adopted, 


at tbe end of the eighteenth century, 
no human wisdom could foretell tbe 
sweeping changes, alike in Industrial 
and political conditions, wbich were to 
take place by tbe beginning of tbe 


At that time it 
matter of course 


twentieth century, 
was accepted as 
that the several states were the proper 
authorities to regulate, so far as was 
then necessary, the comparatively in- 
siguificani and strictly localized cor- 
porate bodies of tbe day. The condi- 
tions are now wholly diffeieut. and 
wholly different action is called for. 


I believe that a law can be flamed 


whicb will enable tbe nat.oual govern 
ment to exercise control along tbe lines 
above indicated, pion't'mg by the espi- 
rience gained through the passage aiKl 
administration ot tbe Interstate com 
merce act. 
If, however, tbe judgment 


of the congress is that it lacks tbe con 
stitutional power to pass such an act 
then 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 


should 
be submitted to confer 
tin1 


power. 


There should b» created a cabinet of 


ficer. to be known as secretary o! 
commerce and industries, as provided 


In the bill introduced at the last ses- 
sion of the congress. It should be his 
province to deal with commerce in its 
broadest sense, including among many 
other things whatever concerns labor 
and all matters affecting the great 
business corporal ions and our mer- 
chant mariuc. 


Lnbor. 


The president declares that he re- 


gards it necessary to re-enact the Chi- 
nese exclusion law. In regard to labor 
lie says that the government should 
provid'e in its contracts that all work 
should be done under "fair" conditions 
and that all night work should be fui 
bidden for women and children as well 
as excessive overtime. lie continues: 


Very gieat ?ood has been and will be 


accomplished by associations or unions 
of wfisc'workcrs when managed with 
foietbotigbt and when they combine in 
sistence upon their own rights with 
law abidiu? respect for the rights of 
others. The display of tljese qualities 
in such bodies is a duty to the nation 
no less than to the associations them- 
selves. 
1'imilly. there must also in 


many cases be action by tbe govern 
ment in older to safeguard the rights 
and interests of all. Under our consti- 
tution there is much more scope for 
such action by the state and the munic- 
ipality than by the nation. 
But on 


points such as those touched on above 
the national government can act. 


He asserts that the immigration laws 


are unsatisfactory and that a law 
should be enacted to keep out not only 
anarchists, but persons of a low moral 
tendency or of unsavory reputation 


gency of tbe need for wider markets 
and for a liberal policy in dealing with 
foreign nations. 
Whatever is merely 


petty and vexatious in tbe way of 
trade restrictions should be avoided. 
The customers to whom we dispose of 
our surplus products in the long run, 
directly or indirectly, purchase those 
surplus products by giving us some- 
thing in return. 
Their ability to pur- 


chase our products should as far as 
possible be secured by so arranging 
our tariff as to enable us to take from 
them those products whicb we cau use 
without harm to our own industries 
and labor or the use of whicb will lie 
of marked benefit to us. 


It is most important that we should 


maintain the high level of our present 
prosperity. We bave now reached tbe 
point in tbe development of our in- 
terests where we are not only able to 
supply our own markets, but to pro- 
duce a constantly growing surplus for 
which we must nud markets abroad. 
To secure these markets we can util- 
ize existing duties iu any case where 
they are no longer needed for the pur- 
pose of protection, or in any 
case 


where the article is not produced here 
and the duty Is no longer necessary 
for revenue, as giving us something to 
offer ia exchange for what we ask. 
The cordial relations with other na- 
tions vrhicb are so desirable will nat- 
urally be promoted by the course thus 
required by our own interests. 


The natural line of development for a 


policy of reciprocity will be in connec- 
tion with those of our productions 
whicb no louse!- require all of the sup- 
port ccce reeded to establish them 
upon a sound basis and with tbose oth- 
ers where either because of natural or 
of economic causes we are beyond tbe 
reach of successful competition. 


I ask tbe attention of tbe senate to 


the reciprocity treaties laid before it by 
my xn-edccessor. 


The Merelmnt Marine. 


Tho condition of tbe American mer- 


chant marine is such as to call for im 
mediate remedial action by tbe con 
gress. It is discreditable to us us a 
nation 
that 
our 
merchant marine 


should be utterly Insignificant in com- 
parison to that of other nations wbich 
we overtop in other forms of business. 
We should not longer submit to condi- 
tions under which only a trifling por- 
tion of our great commerce is carried 
in our own ships. To remedy tbis state 
of things would not mirely serve to 
build up our shipping interests, but it 
would also result iu benefit to all who 
are interested in the permanent estab- 
lishment of a wider market for Amer- 
ican products and would provide an 
auxiliary force for tbe navy. 
Ships 


work for their own countries just aa 
railroads 
work 
for 
their 
terminal 


points. Shipping lines, if established to 
the principal countries with which we 
have dealings, would be of political as 
well as commercial benefit. From ev- 
ery standpoint it is unwise for the 
United States to continue to rely upon 
tbe ships of competing nations for the 
distribution of our goods. It should be 
made advantageous to carry American 
goods in American built ships. 


At present American shipping is un- 


der certain great disadvantages when 
put in competition with the sbippin: 
of foreign countries. Many of the fast 
foreign steamships, at a speed of four- 
teen knots or above, are subsidized, 
aud all our ships, sailing vessels and 
steamers alike, cargo carriers of slow 
speed and mail carriers of high speed, 
have to meet the fact that the original 
cost of building American ships is 
greater than is tbe case abroad: that the 
wages paid American officers and sea- 
men are very much higher than those 
paid tbe officers and seamen of foreign 
competing countries, and that the 
standard~of living on our ships is far 
superior to the standard of living on 
the ships of our commercial rivals. Our 
government should take such action as 
will remedy these Inequalities. The 
American merchant marine should be 
restored to the ocean. 


Financial. 


The passage of the act establishing 


gold as the standard money bas, it is 
declared, been shown to be timely and 
judicious.

domestic trade and commerce. 


Economy in expenditures is urged. 


Amendment of tbe interstate commerce 
act is advised to insure the cardinal 
provisions of that act. Tbe work car- 
ried on by tbe department of agricul- 
ture is next considered and praised 
highly. 
The president then turns to 


forest preservation and irrigation of 
arid lands, saying that both are highly 
necessary. He would put all the work 
in connection with tbe forest reserves 
in charge of tbe bureau of forestry. 


repaid by tbe land reclaimed. The dis 
tribution of the water, the division of 
tbe streaiu« among irrigators. should 


left to the settlers themselves in 


conformity with state laws and with- 
out interference with tbose laws or 
with vested rights.

Elsewhere I have discussed tbe ques- 


tion of reciprocity. In the case of Cu- 
ba, however, there are weighty reasons 
of morality and of national interest 
why the policy should be held to bave 
a peculiar application, and I most ear- 
nestly ask your attention to tbe wis- 
dom, indeed to the vital need, of pro- 
viding f"r a substantial reduction in 
the tariff duties on Cuban imports into 
the United States.

strength, forbearance and steadfast res- 
olution. Our aim is high. We do not 
desire to do for the islanders merely 
what has elsewhere been done for trop- 
ic peoples by even the best foreign 
governments. We hope to do for them 
what has never before been done for 
any people of tbe tropics— to make 
them lit for self government after the 
fashion of the really free nations. 


Tbe only fear is lest in our overanx- 


the construction of n government ca- 
ble or else an arrangement should be 
made by which like advantages to 
those accruing from a government ca- 
ble may lie secured to the government 
by contract with a private cable com- 
pany. 


No single great material work which 


remains to be undertaken on this con- 
tinent is of such consequence to tbe 
American people as the building of a 
canal across the isthmus connecting 
North and South America. Its impor- 
tance to the nation is by no means lim- 
ited merely to its material effects upon 
our business prosperity, and yet with a 
view to these effects alone it would be 
to the last degree important for us Im- 
mediately to begin it. While its bene- 
ficial effects would perhaps be most 
marked upon tbe Pacih'c coast and the 
gulf and South Atlantic states, it would 
also greatly benefit other sections. 
It 


is emphatically a work which it is for 
the interest of the entire country to be- 
gin and complete as soon as possible. 


I am glad to be able to announce to 


you that our negotiations on this sub- 
ject with Great Britain, conducted on 
both sides in a. spirit of friendliness and 
mutual good will, have resulted in 
my being able to lay before the sen- 
ate a treaty which, if ratified, will en- 
able us to begin preparations for an 
isthmian canal at any time and which 
guarantees to this nation every right 
that It bas ever asked in connection 
with the canal. 
It specifically pro 


vldes that tbe United States alone shall 
do the work of building and lissome 
the responsibility of safeguarding tbe 
canal and shall regulate its neutral use 
by all nations on terms of equality 
without tbe guarantee or interference 
of any outside nation from any quarter. 


Tlie Monroe Doctrine. 


The Monroe doctrine should be the 


cardinal feature of tbe foreign policy 
of all the nations of tbe two Americas, 
as it is of tbe United States. The Moil, 
roe doctrine is a declaration that there 
must be no territorial aggrandi/.ement 
by any non-American power at the ex- 
pense of any American power on Amer- 
ican soil. 
It Is in nowise intended as 


hostile to any nation in the old world. 
Still less is It Intended to give cover to 
any aggression by one new woi Id power 
at the expense of nny other. 
It is siui 


ply a step, nud n long step, toward as 
suring the universal peace of tbe world 
by securing tbe possibility of perms, 
aeut peace on tbis hemisphere. 


During tlie past century other influ- 


ences have established tbe permanence 
and Independence of I he smaller staffs 
of Europe. Through the Monroe dot- 
trine we hope to be able to safeguard 
like independence find secure like per- 


agement be given to the incoming of| rrmnence for the lesser among tbe new 


world nations. 


This doctrine has nothing to do with 


the commercial relations of any Aniir 
lean powtr save that it iu truth allows 
each of them to form such us it desires 
In other words, it Is really a guarantee 
of the commercial independence of thr 
Americas. 
We do not asl; under this 


doctrine for any exclusive commercial 
dealings 
with any other

state. We do not guarantee any state

Musical pitch has a curious tendency 


to creep up. It is said that Bach's mu- 
sic sounds uu'.ch differently uow from 
what it did when Bach wrote It, be- 
cause the instruments are now pitched 
higher.

Irrigation.

silt. Forest conservation is, therefore, 
an essential condition of water conser- 
vation. 


The forests alone cannot, however, 


fully regulate and conserve tbe waters 
of tbe arid region. Great storage works 
are necessary to equalize the flow of 
streams and to save the flood waters. 
Their construction bas been conclu- 
sively shown to be an 
undertaking 


too vast for private effort Nor can It 
be best accomplished by the individual 
states acting alone. 
The government

To Judge nn Opiil. 


An expert on opnl mining has recent- 


ly explained how the opal is judged as 
to quality and desirability. First, he 
says, color is of the greatest Impor- 
tance. Red lire, or red in co ibination 
with yellow, blue and green, are the 
best. Blue by itself is quite valueless, 
and the green opal is not of great value 
unless the color is very vivid and the 
pattern very good. The color must be 
true—that is to say, it must not run. in 
streaks or patches, alternating with a 
colorless or inferior quality. 


Pattern is described as being an Im- 


portant factor, the several varieties be- 
known as "pin fire" when the grain Is 
irery small, "harlequin" when the color 
Is all in small squares, the more reg- 
ular the better, and the "flash fire" or 
"Hash opal" when tbe color shows as a 
single flash or in very large pattern. 
Harlequin is the most common and la 
also popularly considered tbe most 
beautiful. When the squares of color 
are regular aud show as distinct, mi- 
nute cheeks of red, yellow, blue and 
green, it is considered 
magnificent.

An Object Lesson to Grant. 


This story is told of the first time 


Grant ever had charge of a large body 
of men sent out to give battle. He was 
colonel in the early part of 1SG2, de-

"It occurred to 
me at once that Harris had been as 
much afraid of me as I had been of 
him," said Grant. "From that event to 
the close of tbe war I never experienc- 
ed trepidation upon confronting an en- 
emy,
